Our usual metho d o f pro curing these 
giant lizards fo r o ur larder was to 
sho o t them high abo ve us, w hen they 
wo uld tum ble headlo ng to o ur feet. 
So metimes we co uld appro ach clo se to 
o ne when It was fust asleep In the 
sco rching beat o f midday. 
Once I 
seized a big fello w by the tall. 
I w as 
so rry a mo ment later, but as I did no t 
w ant to be beaten by a lizard I held 
sto utly o n. 
Never befo re had I taken 
ho ld o f such a steel spring. 
The crea­ 
ture curled nnd tw isted and snapped 
its bo dy abo ut, the sharp scales hav­ 
ing anything but u pleasant feeling o n 
the palm o f my hand. 
Suddenly so m e­ 
thing gave way, and I fell o n my back, 
while the iguana sho t o ff in the o p­ 
po site directio n into a deep ho llo w 
am o ng the ro cks. 
When I regained 
my feet 1 fo und so me nine inches o f 
tail in my hand, alm o st o ne-third o f 
the entire animal. 
This is no t an unco mmo n o ccurrence 
am o ng lizards, and the ability to part 
w ith so co nsiderable a po rtio n o f their 
anato m y insures m any an escape fro m 
w hat wo uld o therw ise be inevitable 
death. 
A lm o st all anim als w ith .backbo nes 
have a thick, pliable cushio n o f car­ 
tilage between each o f the bo nes in 
their spinal co lumn, which perm its 
them to bend aud tw ist it with much 
freedo m. 
The backbo ne o f the iguana 
Is a t first all cartilage, aud when tbe 
hard cells o f the bo ne begin to be de­ 
po sited a deep, narro w wedge o r crack 
Is left in each tail bo ne. 
This is filled 
w ith so ft cartilage, so these bo nes art* 
greatly weakened near their centers. 
Instead o f au accidental defect this is 
an all wise pro visio n o f nature, fo re­ 
seeing th a t hawks, vagrant naturalists 
and o ther enemies may so me day be 
to o quick fo r the reptile and will seize 
its tail befo re it can escape. 
W hen this happens, as in my case, 
t ’ e strain o f the struggling creature’s 
Lv,dy is to o great fo r the weak spo ts in 
its tail bo nes, and o ne o f these gives 
way, w ith the result abo ve narrated. 
The muscles, to o , are arranged to aid 
this pheno meno n. They are sho rt and 
thick and co nical instead o f running 
the who le length o f the tail, and, being 
o nly do vetailed to gether, they readily 
give way. Only a few dro ps o f blo o d 
escape; then the stum p heals o ver, and 
befo re lo ng a new tail begins to sho o t 
o ut. 
This, o f co urse, co ntains 110 bo nes, 
but Instead a lo ng, unjo inted ro d o f 
cartilage exactly like the ancestral o ne 
which w as present In tin* em bryo igu­ 
ana. Stranger still, the scales 011 this 
new tall are unlike tho se o n the rest o f 
the creature’s bo dy and actually may 
be like tho se o f so me* bygo ne ancesto r. 
In the sm aller lizards, called gecko s, 
this seems always to be the case. 
•W hen I clo sely exam ined the tail
